many a day, and called o ut applause fro m 
the cro wds o f citizeu* which thro nged the 
line o f march. 
Gen. Sherman came to v isit the to mb o f bis 
friend, Co L Ranso m. 
When the ev ent wa* 
talked o f at S t Lo uis, he was requested to 
appear in a carriaga 
‘‘No , bo y*,” be re­ 
plied, grav ely, “with yo u fello w* in Ran­ 
so m past I'm simply Co mrade Sherman” 
•Yes/' reto rted ano ther irrev erent tho ugh 
delighted co mrade, “yo u're o ld Uncle Billy, 
and yo u’re a dandy, to o ,” wherea* there 
was univ ersal and unbo unded laughter, in 
which the v eteran himself heartily jo ined. 
So the general walked, and, mo v ed by his 
example, so did Co ls. Carr and Grio r, o f 
the regular arm y, bo th members o f the 
Hanso m po st 
The general read his rem arks at the grav e 
and they were a lo v ing tribute to the dead 
so ldier in who si ho no r he was present 
lie co ncluded as fo llo ws: 
“Yo ur name is enro lled high in the list o f 
the hero es wbo . fo rgetful o f self, sacrificed 
co m fo rt, weaiiu, the care o f family and 
friends, yea. life itself, in o rder to perpet­ 
uate the blessings cf free go v ernment to all 
po sterity. 
Yo u did no t liv e to beho ld the 
glo rio us ending, but yo ur to mb is no w a 
sacred spo t, aro und which are gathered the 
few o f yo ur co mrades who hav e been spare*, 
an 1 the tho usands o f yo ung and beautiiu., 
who in the o rder o f nature must succeed us, 
and yo ur grav e will fo r years co ntinue to 
be a shrine fo r tho se who are grateful fo r 
the sacrifices yo u made th at o ur co untry 
might fulfill its grand destiny amo ng the 
natio ns o f earth. 
“Fo r a time, farewell!” 
A fter the serv ices the general made an­ 
o ther and o il-hand speech.

passage is presented. 
This wo uld giv e the 
anti-tariff refo rmers a m ajo rity o f tw enty - 
two , pro v ided all the Republicans—and it 
is asserted they will do so —o ppo se the 
measura 
It is co nceeded by th » anti-tariff- 
refo rmers th at three o f their number o n the 
Demo cratic side and fo ur o n tbe Republi­ 
can sido will v o te fo r co nsideratio n. 
This 
wo uld leav e a m ajo rity o f fifteen o ppo sed 
to co nsideratio n. 
The Mo rriso n men do no t, ho wev er, co n 
c *de tho truthfulness o f any part o f this 
sho wing and co ntend that their measure 
will bs debated befo re adjo urnment.

H ow warm the day was, and how silent 
the way. 
I hod ridden miles without meet­ 
ing a human b ing. 
Y e t it was a fertile* and 
populous northern country I was passing 
through. 
Big, roomy farmhouse« sat upon 
shaded hilltops, fair fields answered the sun’s 
warm glances w ith full crops, and cool groves 
dotted the landscape here and there, under 
whose drooping branches the lazy kine stood 
panting. 
1 entered a bit of cool, damp woo 1, and let 
m y horse move at his laziest pace. I enjoyed

That's a graveyard—tho 
graveyard that belongs to the old meeting 
house. 
Everybody that used to go to meet­ 
ing there (pointing to the house) is in here 
now (pointing again toward the briars and 
weeds), so there ore no more meetings. 
I looked at tho graveyard w ith pitying in­ 
terest 
It was nothing but a square patch 
of brambles, and rank, dark weeds, inclosed 
bv a broken and worm-eaten fence and sur­ 
rounded by tho thick and 
silent wood. 
Nothing could l>e more isolated from busy 
life, more completely forgotten by the world. 
No, not quite forgotten, for here was the 
brown-legged 
l*>y, with his flag and his 
flowers, his whistle and song. 
But soldiers are not buried here?” I said. 
‘One of them is,” tho boy answered with 
an accent of pride nnd on additional wave ox 
his flag.

He

It was something to bB killed, evidently, in 
his opinion. 
Riding dose to the old fence I looked over 
into tho neglected place of the dead and saw 
the edge of a m arble headstone and beside it 
the dark folds of a woman’s gown. 


This rude o ld meeting ho use, unpainted, 
decay ing and grim as a primitiv e law made 
the glo uny wo o d still mo re 
desolate. An 
unfrequented ro ad cro ssed ano ther a few 
y ards no rth o f it; trees sighed abo ut it; mo ss 
grew upo n its ro tten ro o f, and 
w ild grass 
and briars clambered abo ut its sunken door 
step. It to ld its mo urnful sto ry 
w ithout the

order and neglect 
The pale old lady knelt 
J down and began to pick the flowers from the 
basket nnd reverently la y them upon the 
grave. 
The boy, big-eyed and silent, came 
softly up and planted his flag at its head. 
“ Wilbur Rathbo ne was my so n’s clo sest 
friend,” co ntinued the o ld lady , in a so ft, 
sweet v o ice. “ They were babies to gether, 
scho o l-fello ws, co mrades and friends. The 
ho me o f each was as much the o ther’s as his 
o wn. They spent almo st ev ery ho ur 
o f their 
time to gether fo r twenty y ears. 
They grew 
piiifA in lo o ks and manners, tho ugh they were 
to tally unlike in character.

“ They 
are

since 
dead, and li© hero by the side of 
their son. 
They were not members of the 
Society of Friend* that met in this little 
house, but their parent* had been, and when 
they died there was, after all, no spot «»f 
ground in which to bury them more sacm l 
than this, though it is so desolate—so very, 
very desolate. 
“ But tho boys! They were never separated 
until a few month* before the w ar broke out 
M v son grew restless, and talked of going 
out into the world and doing great things. 
W e held him here, his father and I, foolish 
soul* that we were, f eel ing that we could not 
let him go; that to go once m eant really to 
go for ever. 
You know that when birds 
onco try their wings they never go back to 
the nest 
And we bad only one other child, 
one girl, our Katie. 
A t last the pressure 
upon hi* restless spirit rasped his ever quick 
temper, and he quarreled w ith his father, 
left us in the night without a word.” 
She rose, turned har face aw ay, and stood 
so long silent that I thought she meant to say 
no more. 
But she went on presently, stooping down 
and picking up a flower from the soldier * 
fjrsvc. 
“ Never before had I tria l like that. 
His father had been stern w ith him, 1 know, 
but he loved him, and I loved them both, 
mid now anger raged in their hearts toward

One was gone where I could not 


help him, and the other hugged his w rath in 
silence at home. 
“ Ob, the agony of thosa days! 
One by one 
they went by without bringing a word from 
m y boy. 
The hours sat upon m y heart like 
mountains. 
The disgrace of it almost killed 
us. 
To think that our son—our only son, 
whom we so loved—had fled hi* home like a 
thief in the night, and was wandering, wo 
k n ew not where. 
“ A t last W ilb u r came to me one day, brin-- 
ing a letter from W illis, which had been sent 
within one to him. 
He wrote hum bly to nr*, 
lagging me to forgive his unceremonious de 
parture and assuring me again and again of 
hi* love, but said not a word of hi* father. 
His heart was still full of anger toward him, 
I could see. 
I have that letter yet. 
I fcavc 
read it a thousand times. It was the last line 
I ever had from hi* hand. 
“ He was in Georgia. W h y he went south 1 
io not yet understand. 
Perhaps it was acci­ 
dent *, perhaps it was destiny. 
Even then 
there were rumors of war, and in a short 
time it burst upon the country in all its ter­ 
ror and horror. 
These quiet hill* echoed the 
sounds of the bugle and the drum from morn­

were form ing and regiments waited to l»e or­ 
dered toward the fron t 
W ilb u r Eathbon* 
commanded a company, and waited in cam; 
for an order to depart 
Before he left th^ 
news came one day that our

joined the Confederate arm y; that he wa* 
captain of a company under Longstreet. 
I 
tried to doubt that aw ful story. 
I would not 
believe it— I could not 
That he had left us 
in ange»* was sorrow and disgrace enough; to 
know that he was in arms against his and 
our country was too threat an affliction to lie 
calm ly homo. 
H is father rav ed like a mail­ 
man, and forbade us to speak of W illi* ia his 
presence. 
“ I saw W ilb u r march aw ay w ith a heart 
heavier than stone. If m y boy had only been 
with him. it seemed to m i I could l ave 
laughed from joy. 
But no w , th *se two 
whose lives had been spent in brotherly com­ 
panionship were in arms against each other. 
The roll of the drums sounded in m y ears 
day after day and would not die out, even 
after every soldier had l>een sent on to tin* 
south. 
I awoke night after night from 
d ream s of battles in which I saw m y A\ ill is 
wounded and dying. 
Sometimes I called his 
name in my sleep and his father s groans of 
anguish would wake me. 
W hen the body of W ilb u r ltathbone was 
sent home, I envied his mother her sorrow. 
H<* had died for his country—died for free­ 
dom. 
I stood dry-eyed by his grave, loving 
him as a son, and feeling that rny own sor­ 
row' was greater than death. 
M y daughter 
died a few months later. 
This affliction wo 
bore unm urm uringly; but that other, that 
unspeakable sorrow, grieved us unceasingly. 
“ A t last I, too, grew stern and unrelenting 
toward m y son, I banished him from my 
thoughts. 
I drove Iris memory from my 
heart. 
I had no forgiveness for him. 
And 
so the years went on—those aw ful years of 
the w ar when the whole country mourned 
and suffered. 
A t last it was over. 
Peace 
came and the country bound up its wounds 
and began to live again. 
N early a year later 
we learned that W illis had been killed while 
fighting at Chiekamauga. H is father’s heart 
softened then. 
He wept and murmured 
affectionate excuses for him. 
Bu t I 
I felt 
relieved to know that I should never see his 
face again. 
They talk about the deathless 
tenderness of a mother’s heart; but mine had 
its day of hardness. 
A lw ays, 
alw ays this 
thought stung me; I, a patriot, tho daughter 
of patriots, was tho mother of a son who had 
defied his parents and fought against his 
country. 
•Three years later m y husband died, and 1 
was left aione. 
He spoke of W illis often in 
tho last days of his lifa 
B u t I was silent. 
“ Not till long, long after did I find in my 
heart forgiveness for m y erring son. 
I 
realized at last that I had no right to judge 
him ; that if he erred perhaps I was to blame. 
1 know 
now that 
the passions, sorrows 
and evil» of life became as nothing in the 
sweep of time. Ho was buried in the trenches 
of Chiekamauga. I cannot lay a llower on his 
grave, so I come on the day they honor 
soldiers and lay m y tributes on the earth 
that covers the body of W ilb u r, hi* best 
beloved friend. 
Somehow I feel that W illis 
understands and know’s that in my heart 
are flowers of affection for him. 
They were 
both dear to me—very dear to me. 
“ Yes, ho surely understands. 
I have long 
felt that, and have long ceased to grieve. 
Both m y boys are safe—safe and dead. 
It 
is well w ith them.” 
She ceased to speak, and sto o d with her 
hand resting on tho so ldier’s headsto ne, her 
eyes seeing v isio ns o f the past, and no thing 
o f the present 
The bo y sat in tho grass at 
the fo o t o f the grav e, with tear* dripping 
do wn his bro wn cheeks 
1 he tale had 
to uched him, little as he co uld understand 
the deep tragedy o f it And I heard again 
the clash and thunder o f war, saw tha 
blazing fires o f battle and felt, in a rush o f 
memo ry , the fierce fev er o f tho se v anished 
day s o f carnage. 
The bo y fo llo wed me o ut to the ro adside. 
“ Do y o u think,” he said, earnestly , as I 
mo unted my bo nse, “ do y o u think there will 


be another w ar here in fhy tim e?” 
“ I think not; 1 hope not,” I answered. 
He looked disappointed. “ I w ant to fight,” 
ho said, eagerly; “ for I have a sword that 
was m y grandfather’s. ” 
I rode aw ay from that lonesome spot full 
of sad thought
